TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HIGHWORTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1971* 

My  comments  on  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  District,  which 
remains  good,  are  contained  under  the  appropriate  headings  of  the 
body  of  the  report. 

I  would  remind  you  again  of  the  dangers  of:- 

1.  Tobacco  smoking. 

2.  Over-eating,  which  goes  hand  in  hand  with 
malnutrition,  which  should  be  distinguished 
from  undernutrition. 

3.  Lack  of  exercise. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  in  his  Annual  Report  says: 

"The  mortality  from  smoking-related  disease  in  Britain 
is  among  the  highest  in  the  world. 

It  is  necessary  to  repeat  that  cigarette  smoking  is  the 
largest  single  avoidable  cause  of  death  in  Britain  today. 

Few  can  still  be  unaware  that  a  danger  exists  but  many  do  not 
accept  that  the  hazard  is  real  and  applies  to  them  personally. 

As  a  result,  this  is  still  predominantly  a  smoking  community 
giving  every  incentive  to  children  and  adolescents  to  follow 
the  example  of  their  foolish  elders.  It  is  surely  long  past 
the  time  when  cigarettes  should  be  thought  to  be  a  desirable, 
far  less  necessary,  adjunct  to  a  social  occasion.  Various 
estimates  have  been  made  in  this  country  and  in  others  of  the 
number  of  premature  deaths  that  result  from  smoking.  It  is 
clear  that  the  number  is  large,  but  there  is  a  wide  choice 
of  assumptions  upon  which  estimates  can  be  based  and,  therefore, 
a  wide  range  of  results.  However,  the  bulk  of  deaths  certainly 
due  to  smoking  will  be  attributed  to  three  causes  -  lung  cancer, 
bronchitis  and  coronary  heart  disease  -  and  the  proportion  of 
deaths  ascribed  to  each  of  these  causes  to  which  smoking 
contributed  can  be  calculated  with  greater  certainty  than  the 
proportion  of  all  deaths  to  which  smoking  was  a  contributory 
factor,  particularly  in  the  younger  age  groups;  at  a  conserva¬ 
tive  estimate,  and  if  these  three  diseases  alone  are  taken  into 
account,  one-in-eight  of  all  deaths  among  men  aged  35-^4  years, 
one  quarter  of  those  aged  45-64  and  one-in-five  of  those  aged 
65-74  are  due  to  smoking." 


I  would  draw  your  notice  to  my  comments  on  the  incidence 
of  measles  and  measles  immunisation  which,  in  effect,  says: 
''Get  your  child  immunised  and  then  he  will  be  guarded  against 
the  many  miserable,  unnecessary,  disabling  sequelae  of  this 
infection." 


In  November,  1971,  we  were  informed  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  had 
accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  that  vaccination  against  spiallpox  need  no  longer 
be  recommended  as  a  routine  procedure  in  early  childhood,  and 
that  vaccination  continue  to  be  recommended  for  travellers  to 
and  from  countries  where  smallpox  is  endemic  or  where  eradication 
programmes  are  in  progress  and  for  Health  Service  staff  who  may 
come  into  contact  with  patients. 

It  is  hoped  that  the^e  eradication  schemes  in  other  countries 
proceed  with  the  utmost  expedition;  otherwise,  for  instance,  in 
about  ten  years  time,  there  will  he  in  the  Highworth  Rural  District 
alone  approximately  9,000  children  at  risk  who  have  not  received 
.smallpox  immunisation.  Should  a  case  of  smallpox  occur  in  this 
country  under  such  circumstances,  diagnosis,  treatment  and  Public 
Health  (or  will  it  be  Community  Health?)  preventive  measures  will 
have  to  be  very  good  and  well  organised  to  prevent  a  large-scale 
epidemic. 

As  Dr.  Pierre  Dorolle,  Deputy  Director  General,  World  Health 
Organization,  stated  when  addressing  the  seventy-third  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health  Authorities, 
this  discontinuance  of  routine  smallpox  vaccination  has  to  be 
matched  by  "a  continuing  state  of  alertness,  which  is  possible 
only  in  countries  with  a  highly  developed  health  service,  oriented 
toward  vigilAnce  and  readiness  to  detect,  investigate  and  contain 
any  imported  case." 

It  is  in  such  a  situation  as  this  that  there  must  be  close 
liaison  between  the  National  Health  Service  and  Local  Government. 
This,  presumably,  will  be  one  of  the  functions  of  the  proposed 
Community  Physician.  Unless  the  Community  Physician  is  also  the 
"Proper  Medical  Officer"  of  Local  Government,  having  similar 
appointment  and  powers  as  the  present  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
there  may  be  delay  in  dealing  with  the  emergency  when  it  arises. 

This  is  one  aspect  of  the  concern  expressed  by  present  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  over  the  relationship  between  the  new 
health  authorities  and  the  new  Local  Government  authorities,  that 
the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  (under  another  name)  should 
continue  their  present  relationships  with  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  with  Local  Government  at  the  "igrass  roots"  level. 


The  Hunter  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Medical  Adminis¬ 
tration  also  has  something  to  say  on  this  in  paragraph  l8: 

" . it  is  essential  that  the  new  Local  Government 

authorities  responsible  for  environmental  health  matters 
should  obtain  the  medical  advice  they  need  from  the 
community  medicine  specialists  within  the  National  Health 
Service  and  that  this  advice  should  be  sought  not  only  on 
those  specific  matters  in  which  medical  guidance  and 
leadership  has  always  been  regarded  as  necessary,  but 
across  the  spectrum  of  environmental  planning  as  a  whole..." 

It  is  difficult  to  crystal-gaze  into  the  future  of  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Many  hold  mixed  appointments  -  some  are 
Medical  Officers  to  more  than  one  District  Council  and  others  hold 
appointments  with  the  County  Council  in  the  realm  of  clinical  medicine 
in  the  School  Health  Service  and  Child  Healtlj  Clinics. 

The  Hunter  Report  is  not  helpful  in  this  respect  as  "the  Working 
Party's  terms  of  reference  cover  only  those  doctors  in  the  health 

services . who  are  wholly  or  substantially  concerned  in  medical 

administrative  work  who  do  not  practise  clinical  specialties." 

With  all  this  crystal  ball  gazing,  it  is  difficult  to  forecast 
in  what  precise  role  I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  continuing  my 
association  with  you  and  the  District, 


Turning  to  another  aspect  of  infectious  diseases,  I  would  wish 
to  draw  your  attention  to  a  new  avenue  of  the  work  of  the  Deparment 
which  has  arisen  within  the  last  three  years.  This  has  become  another 
duty  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  at  times  is  very  rewarding. 

Upon  receiving  notification  of  a  case  of  infective  hepatitis  (jaundice) 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  visits  the  patient  and  warns  him  of  the 
danger  of  giving  blood  as  a  blood  donor.  Any  contacts  who  are  blood 
donors  are  also  warned  and  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Officer  is 
informed  of  relevant  cases  and  contacts.  This  has  had  its  dramatic 
moments  where  urgent  telephone  calls  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
have  been  in  time  to  prevent  potentially  infected  blood  being  used 
on  a  patient.  This  in  itself  is  reward  enough  for  the  trouble  involved. 

The  success  of  this  outcome  also  depends  upon  the  early  notifica¬ 
tion  of  infection  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioner, 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  P.  Mann,  the  Pubiic  Health  Laboratory, 
Bath,  and  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Buck,  Consultant  Pathologist  to  the  Swindon  and 
District  Hospital  Management  Committee,  for  their  help  and  advice  during 
the  past  year, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  in  Public  Health  matters, 

I  also  wish  to  thank  Mr,  J.  Melrose,  my  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  R.  V.  Brown,  his  Deputy,  and  my  other  colleagues 
for  their  ready  co-operation  and  help  given  me  during  the  year,  and 
the  Health  Visitors  working  in  this  District  for  their  assistance  in 
environmental  problems.

Deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  have  remained  at  a  high  level. 
There  has  been  a  small  increase  in  deaths  due  to  cerebrovascular  disease. 


Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  bronchitis  and  emphysema,  pneumonia, 
cerebrovascular  and  heart  disease  between  them  were  the  cause  of  60%  (221 ) 
of  the  total  deaths  -  a  large  number  which  should  be  avoidable.

of  the  Highvorth  Rural  District  Council* 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  197ii  detailing  the  work 
of  my  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  namely:  all  aspects  of  environ¬ 
mental  health;  the  meat  inspection  service;  and  the  public  cleansing  service. 

No  major  environmental  health  problems  were  encountered  during  the  year. 

In  the  field  of  housing  it  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  improvement  grants 
to  individual  houses  are  still  very  much  in  evidence,  but  it  was  not  possible 
to  deal  with  any  areas  as  General  Improvement  areas,  as  it  was  not  considered 
that  any  parts  of  the  district  lent  themselves  particularly  to  this  type  of 
improvement . 

The  preparation  of  the  scheme  to  supply  public  mains  water  to  the  parish 
of  Bishopstone  and  the  hamlet  of  Foxhill  was  completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  work 
will  commence  in  the  middle  of  1972  and  that  by  the  end  of  1973}  all  houses  in 
Bishopstone  and  Foxhill  will  be  connected  to  the  new  mains  supply.  This  will 
leave  only  the  twenty-four  houses  in  the  hamlet  of  Hodson  on  a  private  mains 
supply  and  approximately  forty  isolated  houses  on  'well  supplies.  Out  of  a  total 
of  15,000  houses  in  the  district,  this  is  a  very  small  percentage  indeed.  I 
think  the  Council  can  be  very  satisfied  with  their  achievements  in  this 
direction. 

Changes  took  place  in  the  public  cleansing  service  with  the  innovation 
of  a  bulk  container  collection  at  trade  premises  and  a  scheme  of  charging  for 
the  collection  of  all  trade  refuse. 

It  is  intended  in  1972,  to  place  more  emphasis  on  the  aspect  of 
environmental  health  education. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Finally,  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  my  department  for 
their  excellent  support  and  team-work  and  also  my  thanks  to  the  County  Public 
Health  Officer  of  the  Wilts  County  Council,  for  his  continued  co-operation 
during  the  year.

FOOD  INSPECTION 


As  a  result  of  the  decision  taken  at  the  latter  end  of  the  previous 
year  -  with  the  primary  object  of  securing  greater  efficiency  -  a  food 
section  was  established  within  the  department.  Supervision  of  this  section 
became  the  responsibility  of  the  Senior  Meat  and  Food  Inspector,  with  two 
further  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  two  Meat  Inspectors  engaged 
exclusively  on  duties  related  to  meat  and  food  inspection. 

The  reorganisation  proved  successful  in  principle,  but  was  affected 
by  the  movement  of  personnel,  which  resulted  in  the  section  being  fully 
manned  for  only  five  months  of  the  year.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  I963 


In  the  district  at  the  present  time  there  are  I63  premises  which  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  all  of  which  have  been  inspected  since  the  Act 
came  into  force. 

Routine  inspections  of  48  premises  were  carried  out  in  the  year  and 
no  major  problems  were  encountered. 

ADMINISTRATION 

One  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  for  enforcement  of  the  Act, 
but  owing  to  staff  shortages  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  number  of 
routine  inspections  carried  out  was  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 
Where  new  premises  are  being  built,  or  where  existing  premises  adapted  for 
office  or  shop  use,  advice  is  given  on  the  requirements  of  the  Act  before 
commencement  of  building  operations. 

ENFORCEMENT 

Apart  from  new  premises  not  yet  fully  occupied,  all  premises  have  been 
inspected  since  the  Act  came  into  force.  During  1971,  48  visits  were  made 
and  conditions  at  these  premises  were  generally  satisfactory.  Thermometers, 
first  aid  boxes  and  abstracts  of  the  Act  were  the  only  items  which  required 
to  be  provided.

Weather 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  at  Wroughton  during  1971  was  29*93" »  which 
is  about  average#  The  latter  half  of  January  was  particularly  wet  and  further 
heavy  rain  in  June  produced  flooding  in  various  parts.  There  were  long  dry 
spells  in  July  and  September, 

General 

A  bonus  scheme  for  operatives  was  instituted  in  June,  1971, 

In  the  parishes 
Blunsdon  St,  Andrew 


Construction  of  the  extensions  to  the  sewage  disposal  works,  comprising 
oxidation  ditch,  final  settlement  tank  and  ancillary  works  was  commenced  in 
June.  The  mechanical  equipment  was  being  erected  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
commissioning  anticipated  by  February,  1972. 

A  short  by-pass  sewer  was  laid  at  Chapel  Hill  to  eliminate  flooding 
resulting  from  surcharging  of  a  flat  section  of  sewer. 

Castle  Eaton 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  an  "Autodialler"  alarm  system  for  the 
sewage  pumping  station  similar  to  that  installed  at  Haydon  Wick  pumping  sta¬ 
tion.  Installation  is  expected  early  1972/. 

Chiseldon 


Tenders  were  obtained  for  the  scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  proper^ 
ties  at  Coate  in  conjunction  with  Swindon  Corporation  and  work  is  expected 
to  be  started  early  in  1972, 

Following  the  Ministry’s  local  investigation  regarding  proposals  for 
extensions  to  the  Chiseldon  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  investigations  were 
being  carried  out  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  Howard  Humphreys  &  Sons,  in 
connection  with  storm  water  separation  and  an  alternative  proposal  for 
pumping  sewage  from  Chiseldon  to  Swindon  Corporation's  system. 

Haydon  Wick 


A  total  scheme  for  the  improvement  of-Haydan  Wick  Brook  prepared 
by  the  County  Land  Agent  was  approved  by  Council  in  May,  1971 •  Some 
revisions  were  subsequently  required  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  and  tenders 
for  the  revised  scheme  are  expected  to  be  invited  early  in  1972, 

Highworth 

A  drainage  scheme  for  properties  on  the  east  side  of  Shrivenham 
Road  was  constructed. 

Further  investigations  were  being  carried  out  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers,  Howard  Humphreys  &  Sons,  as  to  the  possible  extensions  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  to  provide  additional  capacity  and,  alternatively, 
a  scheme  for  pumping  sewage  from  Highworth  and  adjacent  parishes  to  the 
Swindon  Corporation's  proposed  disposal  works  at  Seven  Bridges. 
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Inglesham 


The  main  drainage  for  Upper  Inglesham  was  completed  in  August,  1971 • 
South  Marston 


A  scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  South  Marston,  prepared  by  the 
Consulting  Engineers,  Howard  Humphreys  &  Sons,  was  commenced  in  August  and 
progress  was  well  ahead  of  schedule  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Completion  is 
expected  in  the  summer  of  1972. 

Stratton  St,  Margaret 

The  laying  of  a  storm  water  relief  sewer  and  connection  of  properties 
in  Kingsdown  Road  was  completed. 

Foul  sewers  were  laid  to  serve  seven  houses  in  Hyde  Road  and  a 
scheme  was  carried  out  in  John  Herring  Crescent  to  alleviate  flooding  of 
properties  at  the  north  end  of  the  road, 

Wanborough 

Work  was  completed  in  June  on  the  laying  of  a  surface  water  sewer 
from  Kite  Hill  to  the  River  Liden  at  Foxbridge  to  allow  for  future 
development  at  Wanborough, 

An  "Autodialler*' alarm  system  was  ordered  for  the  sewage  pumping 
station  at  the  Wanborough  Sewage  Disposal  Works  similar  to  that  installed 
at  Haydon  Wick  Pumping  Station  and  installation  is  expected  early  in  1972, 

Wroughton 

A  comprehensive  scheme  was  prepared  and  tenders  obtained  for  a 
surface  water  drainage  scheme  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  Manor  Park  area 
and  work  is  expected  to  commence  in  February,  1972. 

At  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  a  microstrainer  was  installed  and  was 
being  commissioned  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  provide  a  higher  degree  of 
treatment ,

Little  more  can  be  added  to  what  has  been  said  many  times  before;  the  problem 
is  constantly  under  review  in  order  to  try  to  improve  matters.

Infestations  of  rats  and  mice  increased  slightly  from  the  figures 
of  1970,  but  there  is  no  cause  to  suspect  greater  infestations  with  such 
a  small  fluctuation  in  the  figures.  Nevertheless,  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  a  constant  vigilance  in  order  to  prevent  excessive  growth  of  the 
rodent  population. 

During  the  year,  the  Pest  Control  Officer  carried  out  all  inspec¬ 
tions  and  treatments  submitted  to  the  Authority  as  complaints,  together 
with  some  surveys  of  suspected  areas.  An  analysis  of  inspections  and 
infestations  is  shown  below;

The  main  poison  being  used  by  the  Authority  is  still  Warfarin,  or  a 
similar  anti-coagulant  poison;  this  is  normally  readily  taken  and  most 
effective.  There  have,  however,  been  some  cases  of  Warfarin  resistance  in 
mice  infestations  throughout  the  district,  but  a  change  to  acute  poisons  - 
although  difficult  to  administer  -  soon  brought  them  under  control. 

Instances  of  resistance  in  rats  have  not  been  found,  however  large  the 
infestation, 

A  major  infestation  of  rats,  harboured  in  and  around  a  grain  store  on 
a  farm  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  was  found  to  be  difficult  to 
treat,  due  to  the  abundance  of  grain  for  them  to  feed  on,  A  change  of  bait, 
namely  raw  liver,  brought  the  infestation  under  control  and  to  final 
destruction.  At  the  start  of  the  treatment  it  was  estimated  that  there  were 
approximately  500  rats  in  the  infestation. 
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Sewer  treatment 


Sewers  were  treated  in  the  parishes  of  Highworth  and  Blunsdon:  of  the 
manholes  tested,  Highworth  was  found  to  have  a  small  percentage  of  infestation 
(which  was  dealt  with),  and  Blunsdon  was  found  to  be  clear. 

A  sewer  treatment  was  also  carried  out  at  Burderop  Hospital,  following 
a  number  of  complaints  from  the  Hospital  Management  of  rats  appearing  within  the 
area,  After  survey,  it  was  found  the  sewer  system  -  which  is  rather  antiquated 
was  totally  infested  and  a  full  treatment  was  carried  out  successfully.

As  in  the  previous  year,  wasps  proved  to  be  the  greatest  difficulty,  the 
increased  number  probably  being  due  to  a  mild  winter,  following  last  years 
numerous  infestations. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  infestations  of  fleas  throughout  the 
district,  the  greatest  percentage  of  which,  surprisingly,  were  in  the  higher 
class  private  residences.  Most  of  the  infestations  could  be  linked  with 
domestic  pets:  mainly  cats.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


Refuse  collection 


The  weekly  kerb-side  collection  of  refuse  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  once  again,  the  main  difficulties  were  caused  by  the  breakdown  of  refuse 
collection  vehicles.  Nevertheless,  with  the  refuse  collectors*  co-operation, 
refuse  was  always  collected  by  the  end  of  the  week,  in  order  that  a  fresh 
start  could  be  made  each  Monday  morning. 

The  growth  of  the  domestic  properties  in  the  district  since  the 
commencement  of  the  bonus  scheme  in  January  1970?  was  such  that  the  collection 
schedules  were  enlarged  to  the  extent  that  by  the  middle  of  the  year,  it  was 
foiind  to  be  impossible  to  maintain  the  day  of  collection  as  originally 
determined.  The  answer  to  this  was  found  in  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
a  system  of  collecting  refuse  in  cubic  yard  containers  had  been  instituted, 
but  this  did  not  provide  for  a  full  working  week  for  the  vehicle  being 
utilised  and  therefore,  by  combining  the  majority  of  trade  premises  with  this 
round  and  re-distributing  the  properties  onto  the  other  rounds,  it  was  once 
again  possible  to  reduce  the  daily  collection  of  each  vehicle  to  approximately 
900  domestic  properties. 

The  small  side-loading  vehicle  is  still  used  for  the  special  collection 
of  bulky  items  and  other  refuse  which  is  not  suitable  to  go  into  the 
compression  type  vehicles  and  the  demand  for  these  special  collections  is 
ever  increasing;  so  much  so,  that  there  is  now  more  than  one  day  of  work  for 
the  two-men  crew,  every  week, 

Despite  publicity  in  the  local  Press  regarding  this  service,  the 
dumping  of  articles  in  the  surrounding  countryside  still  continues,  including 
the  depositing  of  garden  refuse  which,  once  upon  a  time,  was  fairly  innocuous, 
caused  no  disease  and  eventually  rotted  down  into  the  road-side  verges.  How¬ 
ever,  it  now  seems  that  everyone  has  to  pack  their  refuse  into  polythene  bags 
and  sacks,  which  are  often  highly  coloured,  do  not  disintegrate,  and 
consequently  detract  from  the  visual  amenity  of  the  grass  verges  and  hedge¬ 
rows.

In  order  to  try  to  overcome  the  problem  of  vehicles  breaking  down  and 
thus  disrupting  the  collection  service,  a  thorough  inspection  was  instituted 
under  a  scheme  operated  by  the  Freight  Transport  Association,  which  gives  a 
detailed  report  on  each  vehicle  four  times  a  year:  the  idea  being  that  these 
inspections  spot  faults,  or  mechanical  wear,  before  a  component  reaches  the 
stage  where  it  fractures,  or  no  longer  operates  satisfactorily. 

Despite  this,  and  the  weekly  services  that  are  given  to  these  vehicles, 
breakdowns  do  still  occur  and  often  these  are  in  relation  to  the  complex 
hydraulic  equipment  which  operates  the  packing  mechanism  and  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  very  high  pressures  at  which  the  systems  work  for  up  to  five  hours 
each  working  day, 

A  further  asset  of  the  inspection  service  is  that  we  have  been  made 
aware  of  the  standard  demanded  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  is 
particularly  important,  since  it  will  become  necessary  for  the  vehicles  to 
undergo  testing  and  plating  in  1972  from  which  -  up  until  this  time  -  they 
have  been  exempt.

The  original  absenteeism  before  the  bonus  scheme  started  has  now 
completely  disappeared  and  the  only  reason  that  men  are  away  from  work  is 
due  to  ill  healthp 
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Staff  (cont’d) 


Additional  spare  labour  is  not  carried  at  all,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
bonus  scheme  allows  other  crew-men  to  earn  extra  money  should  one  of  their 
members  be  absent  from  work-.  This  has  resulted  in  a  saving  as,  apart  from 
holiday  periods,  there  would  otherwise  have  been  men  waiting  in  the  yard  with¬ 
out  work. 

Refuse  disposal 

Tipping  continued  during  the  year  at  the  site  at  Rhymes  Barn,  Fairford. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  the  tip  was  virtually  full  and  alternative  means  of 
disposal  were  being  urgently  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  Swindon 
Borough  Council. 

Street  cleaning 

The  street  cleaning  service  was  operated  successfully  throughout  the 
year.  In  fact  when  the  trade  refuse  round  was  formed,  this  allowed  a 
further  two  days  work  to  be  made  available  for  street  cleaning.  This  was 
utilised  by  the  street  cleaner  for  dealing  with  all  the  litter  bins  and  lay¬ 
bys  throughout  the  district  and  the  system  is  such  that  all  litter  bins  are 
emptied  at  least  once  a  week  and  all  sacks  at  the  lay-bys  are  emptied  on  a 
twice-weekly  basis. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  further  investigations  were  carried  out  to 
extend  the  street  cleaning  service  to  the  village  areas  of  the  district 
where  there  appeared  to  be  a  demand  from  the  local  residents. 

General 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  quite  often  the  only  visible  and  practical 
way  that  a  ratepayer  has  of  assessing  the  work  of  his  Local  Authority  and  up 
to  this  point,  a  regular  service  has  been  given.  However,  it  is  not  yet  a 
complete  service,  because  the  householder  still  has  to  take  his  refuse  bin  to 
the  kerb-side,  where  the  bin  may  frequently  stay  for  a  period  of  anything  up 
to  twenty-four  hours  before  it  is  taken  back  inside  the  property.  During 
this  time  trouble  can  be  caused  by  the  wind  blowing  paper  about  and  dogs 
foraging  for  food.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  the  near  future,  a  start  can  be  made 
on  a  pilot  scheme  to  provide  a  back-door  collection,  using  polythene  bin 
liners.  Although  this  may  mean  an  increase  in  cost,  nevertheless  the  majority 
of  ratepayers  would  not  object  to  this,  if  they  could  see  the  benefit  which 
could  be  derived  from  not  having  to  carry  bins  out  onto  the  kerb-side.
